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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner sincerely appreciates Applicant's 
arguments filed on June 22, 2005. Upon review of Applicant's arguments, the Examiner carefully reviewed the reference in question 
(Kaneko). The Examiner is respectfully not convinced of Applicant's argument that the claimed voltage ratios are not met by the Kaneko 
reference at least for the reasons that follow. Turning to Column 17 of the Kaneko reference, the following sequence of events is noted. 
First, a 500 Angstrom thick second pixel electrode is formed. Next, a 4,000 Angstrom thick gate insulation film AND a 3,000 Angstrom 
thick amorphous silicon film is formed thereon. Next, a 500 Angstrom thick first pixel electrode is formed thereon. While it may be the 
case that the gate insulation film may be 3,500 Angstroms due to the thickness of the second pixel electrode, there is a contributing 
insulation provided by the silicon film. The total of the insulation film thickness is then brought to about 6,500 Angstroms. The disclosure 
of Kaneko also implies that the insulation layers are between the electrodes based on the sequence of events disclosed. See Column 17 
at Lines 11-36. Please consider as well that the areas of first and second pixel electrodes alter (Column 17, Lines 42-43). Area is a 
function of length and width. This suggests to the Examiner that the electrode is not necessarily of constant thickness. Therefore, it is not 
necessarily correct to assert that the pixel electrode is consistently 500 Angstroms thick. The Examiner does, however, remain open- 
minded as to the presence of allowable subject matter in the Specification as yet-to-be determined. . 
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
